A campaign designed to bring, 
for this winter, artificial ice to 
Vulcan and to eventually provide 
complete community and recrea¬ 
tion facilities for the town and 
district, is to begin on the com¬ 
pletion of harvest operations. 

At a meeting Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 11, 18 members of a re¬ 
presentative committee, most of 
whom serve on a board to be 
known as the Vulcan District Re¬ 
creation Centre directorate, com¬ 
pleted plans for the submission to 
the general public of a proposal 
to convert the present Vulcan 
arena into a recreation centre 
containing an artificial ice arena 
suitable for year-round use, a 
lounge and meeting room and a 
room suitable for auditorium and 
banquet use. The application for 
registration of the body to be 
known as the Vulcan and District 
Recreation centre is expected to 
be approved shortly. In this incor¬ 
poration under the Societies Act, 
donations may be made deductible 
for income tax purposes. 

Several factors are being stress¬ 
ed by the committee in support of 
their arena conversion project. In 
survey work and in earlier plan¬ 
ning which has been going on 
since February 1962, the need was 
expressed by the public for such 
a project and about 80 per cent of 
those surveyed indicate willingness 
to support a fund-raising campaign 
for artificial ice and to volunteer 
assistance in labor and machinery. 

Within receht weeks a govern¬ 
ment inspector has checked the 
building and has recommended it 
for the use intended. He claimed 
the arena is in better shape than 
were two similar structures in the 
area which were renovated and 
placed a value of $50,000 on the 
building. Architects have already 
okayed the building but this can 
only be a verbal assurance until 
final plans are submitted. 

Location was another point 
favoring the arena, according to 
the committee. It is felt to be cen¬ 
tral enough so that almost all 
children can walk to it but if an¬ 
other site were found — and this 
was ruled out because of the pro¬ 
hibitive cost of “starting from 
scratch" — it would almost cer¬ 
tainly be far enough away from 
the centre of town that youngsters 
would have to be driven to it. 

Parking at the arena will be an 
immediate problem but it is felt 


that this will be eased by future 
building changes on the arena 
block. 

Objective for this campaign is 
set for at least $50,000 which will 
see the installation of artificial ice 
complete with cement floor and 
should leave a balance for another 
phase of the development. Ross 
White was named at the meeting 
to head a finance committee. 
Pledge forms will be printed and 
distributed and while the amount 
needed per family in town and 
district will be substantial, pay¬ 
ment involving three years dura¬ 


tion can be arranged for those 
so wishing. 

Correspondence with ice making 
companies indicates that 25 per 
cent of the total cost is needed 
before work can commence. 

A complete history of the pro¬ 
ject and photo of the arena and 
architects sketch of a possible 
floor plan is found elsewhere in 
this issue. The committee em¬ 
phasized that the plan shown is 
not definite or final and is only a 
proposed experimentary layout, 
likely to undergo extensive 
changes.

Harvest Halted By Rain- 
Estimated 45% Completed 


Farmers didn't get too much 
harvesting done last week as a 
light rain shower on Wednesday 
held up operations all day Thurs¬ 
day and a light but steady rain 
started falling during the early 
hours of Saturday and continued 
intermittently until Monday morn¬ 
ing. 

Rainfall in Vulcan as recorded 
by the Alberta Wheat Pool totall¬ 
ed 1.35 inches and the weather re¬ 
mained cool and cloudy until 
Tuesday afternoon. Warm weather 
with some wind would possibly al¬ 
low harvest to resume this week¬ 
end. 

It is estimated that harvest in 
this area is 45 per cent completed. 
The wide variation in growth this 
year has resulted in a situation 
where some farmers are completely 


finished combining and others 
have not yet started. The recent 
rainfall may mean a loss in grade 
of crops still in the swath but 
these crops are generally expected 
to yield quite well. Lowest tem¬ 
perature this past week was 36 
degrees and there has been no 
frost damage yet. 

The rainfall records kept by 
Larry Hagg of the Alberta Wheat 
Pol in Vulcan show that a total 
of 15.7 inches of rain has fallen 
here since May 1 of this year. 
Some parts of the County area 
have received less precipitation 
than this; other parts have re¬ 
ceived a bit more. In general, al¬ 
though no early spring rains were 
received, precipitation has been 
afoove average and there is now a 
reserve of moisture in (he ground.

Excellent Yield

Vulcan and District Desperately Needs A 


The need for a recreation and community 
centre as a focal point in the daily life of Vulcan 
and District has been clearly evident for manv 
years and becomes increasingly so as time passes. 
Prom almost two years of preparatory surveys and 
planning by a group of local and district men and 
women, has evolved a representative organization 
which, when it is completely incorporated, will be 
known as The Vulcan District Recreation Centre. 
This group is confident that, with local and district 
financial support, such a recreation centre can be 
built to serve a wide variety of needs. 

The organization considers the first step in 
such a project is artificial ice with a cement floor 
and since this step involves approximately $50,000 
and in that the families of Vulcan and District will 
be asked to contribute to it, the committee feels 
all members of the community should be informed 
as to what has transpired to date and what will 


. . . with facilities for Skating Rink, Banquet 
Hall and Auditorium, 4-H Shows, Roller Skating 
Rink, Scout-Guide Work, Basketball, Badminton, 
Bingo, etc. 


A group of Vulcan and District 
men and women will soon form the 
directorate of The Vulcan District 
Recreation Centre whose task is out¬ 
lined on this page . . . that of re¬ 
novating the Vulcan arena into a 
community and recreation centre. 

The decision to use the Vulcan 
Arena as site for this ambitious re¬ 
novation program was brought 
about by three main factors: 

1) While a completely new com¬ 
munity and recreation building 
would be the ideal solution to Vul¬ 
can’s need, the Steering Committee, 
whose work has brought this recre¬ 
ation project to its present state, 
has found such a plan is financially 
beyond the present means of the 
town and district. 

2) Recent examination of the 
arena by a government inspector 
has revealed it to be structurally 
sound — with noted minor excep¬ 
tions — and he recommends its use 
to that intended by the committee 
in charge. He has valued the useable 
portion of the building at approxi¬ 
mately $50,000. He also stated that 
this arena is in far better condition 
than were others in this area which 
have been successfully renovated. 

3) The present arena site is 
within walking distance of most 
town children. Were any other site 
possible, it would almost certainly 
be out of the central area.

Activities of thh 


1) Interviewng architects to determine the 
soundness of the present arena. (Confirmation has 
been received that it is sound and adaptable to pro¬ 
posed plans). 

2) Interview Artificial Ice Installation companies 
re costs, etc. 

3) Initiate the formation of The Vulcan District 
Recreation Centre to administer present project 
and establish full scale recreation and community 
centre, possibly to the eventual employment, with 
government assistance, of a full time recreational 
director. The Directorate will be made up of repre¬ 
sentatives of Town of Vulcan, B.P.O.E. Vulcan Lodge 
No. 121, Vulcan Kinsmen Club, Vulcan Lions Club’ 
County of Vulcan, No. 2, Royal Canadian Legion, 
Vulcan Branch No. 21, Vulcan District Chamber of 
Commerce, Vulcan Lionettes Club, O.O.R.P., Vulcan 
Lodge, No. 133, Vulcan Curling Club and such other 
persons or organizations that may from time to time 
be appointed by the directors. 

4) Application to have Association registered so 
contributions may be income tax deductible. 

5) Preparation of pledge forms which will be 
circulated for use of donors.

There are also yeasts present in 
the brine. Yeasts need oxygen to 
grow so they grow on the surface 
of the brine producing a scum. If 
this scum is not removed the 
yeasts feed on the acids of the 
brine and decompose it. If the 
scum yeasts are alloweed to grow 
•long enough all the acid is used 
up and the pickles become slip¬ 
pery,soft and mushy. So it is very 
important that the scum is remov¬ 
ed daily. 

Anything which deminishes the 
acid content of the brine may 
cause spoilage. Aklaline water 
neutralizes the acids and may be 
40-tfx a cause of spoilage.

Recreation Centre— 


As announced in this issue of The Advocate, a 
campaign to raise funds for the financing of a com¬ 
munity recreation centre will get under way as soon 
as harvest is completed. The objective is a minimum 
of $50,000 and plans call for the enlarging of the ice 
surface in the present arena and installation of an 
artificial ice plant and the construction — in the area 
presently occupied by the old part of the curling rink 
— of a lounge and meeting room and a room large 
enough and with the necessary facilities for holding 
banquets. 

The arena has been inspected and pronounced 
structurally sound and first step in the big project 
will be the installation of the artificial ice plant. En¬ 
visaged as part of this $50,000 first step would be 
the laying of a cement floor in the arena making it 
suitable for various uses the year round. 

The local need for a banquet room, complete with 
kitchen and cloakroom facilities, and capable of seat¬ 
ing up to 300 people has been recognized and the con¬ 
struction of it and other auxiliary facilities would 
comprise the second stage in the over-all plan. 

The committee in charge of the project has been 
active for the past year-and-a-half and has consider¬ 
ed many alternatives before settling on the present 
plans. A new building in a different location was 
found to be financially impossible and would have 
meant the abandonment of the present arena which 
is conservatively estimated as worth about $50,000. 
Consideration of all factors indicates that the pre¬ 
sent plan — with such changes as may be found 
necessary — is the only feasible plan. In short: it is 
this or nothing. 

The whole-hearted support of organizations and 
individuals in the community will be needed. The ob¬ 
jective is relatively modest when compared to an all- 
new community centre and if the project meets the 
basic needs of the community at this time — as it 
appears to — the support needed should be forth¬ 
coming.

In the year ended June 1, 1963, 
Alberta’s population increased by j 
35,000 to a total of 1,405,000, mak¬ 
ing it the fourth largest province 
in Canada, topped by Ontario, 
Quebec and British Columbia re¬ 
spectively. 

Edmonton, fourth largest city in 
Canada, is the largest in the pro¬ 
vince with a population of 308,756. 
Calgary is a close second with 
276,975, followed by Lethbridge, 
36,257, Medicine Hat, 25,109, and I 


Red Deer, 23,106. Approximately 
62% of the entire population of 
Alberta, a total of 870,000 persons, 
reside within a 100 mile radius of 
the City of Red Deer. 

During the past two years there 
has been little if any preceptible 
shift in the centre of population. 
It remains at Wetaskiwin, within 
50 miles radius of which is found 
the largest portion of Alberta's 
populace. 

Alberta residents are found in 
10 cities, 91 towns, 138 villages, 23 
counties, 25 municipal districts, 51 
improvement districts and 3 special 
areas.
